This one is to 
remind you what the voice of St. Paul’s sounded like in 1979- 
80. 

As time goes by, people tend to forget a lor of things they 
say and do. But history repeats itself and the events of today 
may have a lot to do with tomorrow. Things that seemed 
stupid or enabarassing will probably be funny ten years from 
now. Maybe there are things we regret; bur we can't change 
the past. Maybe we can learn from if. Here, briefly, is what 
happened. 
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Summer doesn't last forever. Just 
about the time you have really 
begun to enjoy it, there's a letter 
from the school explaining the date 
and time you are fo report for 
opening day chapel. Oh well, before 
long you're too engrossed with new 
teachers, homework, and foorball to 
remember ever having slepr late, 
anyway. 
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... And then came Frederic. On the morning of 
September 13, it seemed as if the screaming, two 
hundred mile an hour winds of the night before had 
moved us into a new world. We missed eight days of 
school and an average of two weeks without 
electricity or running water. The new gynmasium lost 
its roof, sides, and of course, its floor. Months passed 
before all the debris could be removed. And the trees 
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As October came around, the school 
year had become routine. This year, 
though, an innovation was added: 
everyone had a common period 
assignment. If was asstudy hall for 
some, a longer day for others, and 
an opportunity for extra activities for 
most. Students had a chance to take 
courses from note taking to chorus. 






The month ended with a 
special event: the lower school 
Halloween parade. 
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Homecoming got everyone 
involved: a pep rally, a picnic, a 
brand new foorball field, and 
an overwhelming defeat for 
Our Lady Of Victory. 
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The day's excitement 
began to wear down, 
and some “real old 
friends'’ met in the 
library for the eighth 
annual alumni reception. 
Thar night there was a 
dance and probably a 
few parties. Most 
everyone at St. Paul's 
had a pleasant day ... 
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... But on November 4, 1979, 50 
American diplomats were seized 
by angry Iranian students. There 
are endless arguments over who 
is at fault and how to resolve the 
crisis; but on May 20, 1980 two 
hundred days larer, not much has 
changed .... except .... eight 
American soldiers died and the 
Secretary of Stare resigned as a 
result of an ill-fared rescue 
atrempr. The hostages are now 
scattered into a number of secret 
places, and the fear exists that 
more people will die before ir is 
over. Here's to world peace and 
only having to worry abour 
tomorrow's homework. 
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The varsity foorball team participated in the 
Jaycee Bowl at Long Beach, Mississippi, the 
first time a Sr. Paul's team had gone to a 
bowl game; and we walked away with the 
trophy. It was the start of a new tradition to 
accompany an old; powder-puff football 
was reinstated with the Turkey Bowl. The 
senior-sophomore girls bear the junior- 
fresnmen girls 8-0. 














December was unusually warm. We had a 
person on our campus to remind us that not 
all the “boat people” of the Far East were 
lucky enough to make it to safety. The fall 
sports awards were given; and the 
hurricane clean up was still going on. If was 
a common concurrence suddenly to hear 
and feel a damaged tree being cut while 
you sat in class. This, however, wasn’t as 
upsetting as semester exams. Remember 
those things you had to suffer through 
before Christmas vacation? 








When the new educational 
building was ar last complete, all 
the little people in the lower 
school packed up their 
belongings and moved. And, to 
add to our culture, a 
harpsichordist was kind enough 
fo give a recital. 
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This was an unusual year for guests at St. Paul's. 
Shortly before President Carter's announcement of 
a summer Olympic boycott, we were visited by 
Richard Overbey, the torch bearer from Alabama 
for the Winter games. He spoke of what a rare 
and rewarding experience the Olympic Games are 
for participants. 
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Even Mobile's Monsoon 
Season couldn't bring down 
Spring cheer. It did, however, 
have us wondering if it was 
going to bring down the 
goalpost behind Tara. The 
rainfall is approaching a 
record, with over eleven 
inches in 24 hours. That 
makes it hard to get fo class, 
even on Spring Hill. 


In March the graduating class 
hosted the “Senior Sing’’, the 
first such event at Sr. Paul's; 
and the entire high school, 
the faculty, and the ae 
administration got in the act. canner ae 








Another first, OUR TOWN, was a serious drama 
including a cast from all four high school 
Classes. Brian Lockhart, among others, was 
outstanding. Patricia Marsh of the Fine Arts 
Department directed. 








The Parent-Studenr Run was 
a big success after being 
rained out like almost every- 
thing this spring. When caps 
and gowns arrived, we sud- 
denly realized the end of our 
high school days was very 
near. 
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We survived Baccalaureate Service when a terri- 
ble thunderstorm struck ar the hour of the ser- 
vice with torential rains; bur the lights came 
back on in time for Dr. Vernon Hunter's address. 


By graduation night May 30, there were at 
least 86 people who learned something new 
abour themselves. David Keeler was winner of 
the William S. Mann Award as most representa- 
tive St. Paulian; and between the Rev. Dr. 
Thomas H. Carson, Jr. Debbie and Laura, a few 
attitudes were changed. We didn't even throw 
our hats!
